Speaking at Iho National Press 
Club in Washington, Warnke le- 
velled scathing criticism at Ihu 
obstructionist and demagogic 
pusluro taken by the Reagan ad- 
ministration as regards the pro- 
posal to Irccro and subsequently 
reduce the Soviet and American 
nuclear arsenals. He pointed out 
that he could find no substantia- 
tion for Stato Secretary Haig's 
assertion that the freezing oi 
armaments would benefit tho 
Soviet Union. 

Over the past ten years, he 
continued, wo have supple- 
mented our nuclear farces by 
three new warheads each day. 
All the three components of 
our strategic triad have been 
modernized. Since 1970. we 
have deployed more than 500 
"MiQUteman-3" Intercontinent- 
al ballistic missiles, each with 
individually targeted warheads. 
More than 300 such missiles 
have been titled up, with in- 
creasingly powerful and accu- 
rate MK-I2A . warheads. Over 
the past decade we have also 
re-equipped most of our sub- 
marine, replacing Polaris mis- 


siles with Poseldons, each oi 
which has approximately ten 
warheads. In this way, the num- 
ber of warheads carried hy 
the submarines has grown ftom 
500 to nearly five thousand. 

By the end of the decade, 
we began to arm ten of these 
submarines with the new 
"Trldent-l" nuclear missiles 
which have a much greater ac- 
curacy and a longer range. We 
have equipped our B-52 bom- 
bers with more than 1,000 mis- 
siles. 

Warnke spoke out In favour 
of the United States and Us 
allies following the policy of 
renouncing the first use of nu- 
clear weapons. 

From my experience of ne- 
gotiation with Soviet officials, 

I can say that we should not 
expect any unilateral conces- 
sions. Having studied for many 
years the problems of the stra- 
tegic nuclear balance, I can 
stato that the Soviet Union 1 b 
not ahead of us, nor is there 
any "Soviet superiority mar- 
gin".

HOW BIRDS KEEP 
ALIVE IN LOW 
TEMPERATURES 

Wiry don't birds freeze In sub- 
Arctic conditions when the ther- 
mometer frequently descends lo 
50 or 60 degrees below zero? 
The answer to this question has 
been provided by Alexander 
Andreyev, a young researcher at 
ihe Institute of the Biological 
Problems of lhe North who has 
carried out experiments In tho 
upper reaches of (lie Kolyma Ri- 
ver. 

By attaching minute radio 
transmitters io birds' wings, he 
obtained information i,n the 
long Hi of tii no birds spend in 
fciww holes, seek lug protection 
from deadly frosts, And on the 
energy ihey spend on heating 
frozen alder catkins which llic-y 


stuff into their guilds. It hns 
been established in this way that 
within certain limits, the birds 
enn even bring down their body 
temperatures, reducing at tho 
Kline lime the energy they exert 
on keeping vital processes going. 
Birds arc thus able |o keep go- 
ing on minimal food supplies 
even during severe spells oi cold.

Popularity came lo Konkin on the day that So- 
viet TV began to show the serial, "How the Steel 
Was Tempered 1 ', based on Nikolai Ostrovsky's 
novel of (he seme name. Vladimir Konkin, an 
up and coming actor with the Kharkov Youth 
Theatre, was cost lo the leading role o! Pavel 
Korchagin. 

Ostrovsky's novel which deals with Ihe be- 
ginning ol the 20 th cenlury— the Devolution, Civil 
War and economic die to cat Ion— -Is more than Just 
■ talented and romantic Illustration ol a great 
I lino. It In In targe measure an autobiography 
aud also dealt with tragic episodes ill ilia life of 
its author, Ostrovsky's war wounds made him 
Into a bed-ridden invalid. Condemned by a latal 
ailment la Immobility and blindness, the young 
mau never gave up his struggle, dictating a no- 
vel to bts wife and friends, whose hero, Pavel 
Korchagin, la as relovant to our timet as he was 
to the period to which Iho hook rolers. 

The last episode ol Ihe series focused on Kor- 
chagin's halite with falc, and this was arguably 
Konklu's most stringent tost; in fact he bad to 
ploy two persons— Korchagin and Ostrovsky- 
rolled Into one. The evolution ol iho Idea of the 
heroic had Its beginnings In Iho legend of Man, 
and this Is exactly what makes Hie screen adap- 
tation so relevant to our day. 



Tho actor's popularity mounted as the serial 
progressed; by the end he was receiving letters 
from atl ovei the country and from abroad (from 
those countries where the serial was shown), 
asking for Information about himself. 

Konkin wan brought up in the old Russian 
town of Saratov on Ihe Volga, whoro he went 
lo drama school and taler Joined the Kharkov 
Youth Theatre. 

Normally I play positive characters, says Kon- 
kin; this la probably more difficult than acting 
negative roles— evil Is more obvious than good. 
In the positive parts that I play, 1 sometimes 
havo to grapple with stereotypes and bombast, 
and llierafore I feel U my duty In each now 
rota to create uew revolutions within myself as 
It were. 

In 1070 Konkin was Invited to (oln Moscow's 
Yermolova Theatre where he plays the college 
student Vladimir Ulyanov who loter won univer- 
sal ran own as Lon I a. 

This la a play about young people and for 
young people. Wo were keen lo achieve an 
authentic recreation of the events ol a hundred 
years ago In order lo help people better under- 
stand the present. I regard my now role as being 
particularly important and believe there Is still 
a lot of room for Improvement in it, Konkin 
emphasized.
